On pages 2-3 of the Remarks section, applicant argues that Petri composition includes a shear thinning polymeric thickener resulting in 
a composition when sprayed has an increased contact time, has liquid droplets not smaller than 10 microns and has minimized 
evaporation. The fact that Petri adds a shear thinning polymeric thickener in the composition is irrelevant to whether the composition 
would possibly has increased contact time, or larger droplets, or possible minimized evaporation since petri asserts on page 10, numbered 
lines 11-13 that after spraying no residues are left on the surface. This statement infers that the surface is dry and there is no need to 
rinse the treated surface. Petri composition has a shear thinning polymeric thickener and is still able, just like the instant claims, once 
sprayed onto a surface to flash vaporize leaving it dry. In addition, the instant claims do not recite time interval feature that estalishes 
substantial instant evaporation upon spraying a surface. 

On page 5 of the Remarks section, applicant argues that, "Although the Petri reference discloses that upon spraying the composition 
onto a hard surface, no visible residues are left, it is different from leaving an essentially dry surface." The examiner disagrees with this 
conclusion since as taught by Petri that no residues are left onto the surface and therefore no need to rinse the surface. Conventionally, 
the word residue means anything that left behind. Clearly, no residues left as taught by Petri necessarily mean an essentially dry surface. 

Note that independent claims 52 and 66 are composition and apparatus claims. See MPEP 2112. Specifically see MPEP 21 12.01 .
